Teacners. 

We are able to report, this year, the appearance of con- 
tinued service among our teachers as a whole, but one change 
having occurred at the close of schools in June. Miss Eleanor 
B. Jamison of Room 4, Adams School, was succeeded by Miss 
Sarah F. Holbrook, who came to her duties here with experi- 
ence in the grades now under her charge. During this last 
week, the resignation of Miss Alice E. Fraher of the Ellice 
School, Rockville, was accepted, Miss Fraher having been ap- 
pointed to a position in Malden, Mass.; her sucessor is Miss 
J. Therese DeLay of Rockland, Mass. 

Together with the superintendent, serving as principal of

The desirability of adjusting salaries so as to present in- 
ducement to our successful teachers to remain with us has 
been dwelt upon in previous reports; consideration has been 
given the subject and it is possible we have already seen the 
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first effects during the past year, thus saving the interrup- 
tion of many changes which have been so frequent in former 
years. Continued service of the successful teacher is generally 
profitable to the school. 


MeMBersuir AND ATTENDANCE. 

The enrolment during this year has not been quite so high 
as that of a year ago, yet the membership reported at the close 
of the month of January is one more than that on the same 
date in 1901. 

Our local conditions haye been such as to cause frequent 
changes among the residents during the past two years, thus 
accounting for the unusually large number of different pupils 
in our schools during the year. 

The attendance has been greatly interrupted by sickness, 
in fact more so than at any other time since my association 
with the schools. The anxiety aroused by the presence of 
contagious disease was the cause of small attendance before 
the schools were closed in November; special effort has been 
made to lessen the effect of this loss of time, and we have been 
fortunate, thus far, in having less hindrance from storms than 
during the past few years. 

A suggestion made a year ago may well be repeated : it is 
to the advantage of the pupil that parents admit of no absence 
from school that can be avoided. Every interruption means 
extra work for the pupil to get what he needs of that lost, and 
increased attention from the teacher to see that the pupil’s 
work be not affected by such absence, ; 

We still regret the limited expression of interest in the 
schools as shown by the infrequency of visits of parents; 
mutual advantage would result to parent and teacher by a 
closer relation, i 

Convition oF ScHoot Property. 
The schoolhouses have received the same degree of care 


and attention during this year that have gained favorable 
comment for us in the past. Cleanliness and strict regard for 
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sanitary conditions have been persistently considered in our 
buildings; possible exception may be taken at Grange Hall, 
where the responsibility is divided. Though the school de- 
partment has improved the outside Sanitary arrangements, 
the basement still remains as when the building was rented 
for school use; renovation would be desirable, 

At the Adams School, furniture that has been in use for 
a number of years was scraped and varnished, thus greatly 
improving its appearance; some of the woodwork was also 
varnished. The walls of all the schoolrooms have been tinted 
during the past two years without expense to the town; the 
halls should be similarly finished, as the walls are now becom- 
ing soiled, nothing having been done to better their condition 


since the building was renovated. New blackboard surface 


has been provided at the Ellice School to replace cracked and 
loosened plastering. 

During the first week of this fiscal year, an accident to 
the boiler at the Adams School determined action in regard 
to the suggestion made in the last report about additional 
heating facilities. By vote of the town, a new boiler was add- 
ed with arrangement admitting use of either or both at one 
time. An additional radiator was placed in the upper hall, 
thus giving a much needed opportunity for keeping the tem- 
perature more nearly liké that of the rooms. As proof of the 
value of this improvement, it can be stated that not a single 
day has been lost this winter owing to inability to have the 
building suitably warmed. 

At the Ellice School, the worn-out stoves have been re- 
moved and ample heating has been secured in the schoolroom 
by putting a modern coal stove in the front, and a wood stove 
at the rear to be used as occasion may require, thus maintain- 
ing a more even temperature than has been possible in the 
past few years ;a new wood stove has also been placed in the 
smaller room now used by the pupils during the noon hour. | 

Books and supplies have been purchased with a regard to 
the economy determined by our resources and current ex- 
penses; a certain proportion of books must be replaced annual- 
ly, though care in use is emphasized by all the teachers. 


\ 
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Owing to unusual circumstances, the appropriation from 
the state school fund is larger this year than usual; this has 
enabled us to add certain school material, much needed, which 
the regular appropriation would not proyide. Charts and 
models for work in physiology have recently been purchased, 
as well as additional supplementary reading. z 


Scxoor Disrrrer. 

According to the Supervision Law of 1900, it becomes ob- 
ligatory for all towns and cities in the state to employ a su- 
perintendent of schools after July first of this year; this may 
be done separately or in unions. As there are the three towns 
of Millis, Norfolk and Westwood in this vicinity that could be 
so combined and thus secure state aid for their supervision, it 
was deemed advisable to petition the legislature for an en- 
abling act, as the total number of schools would not meet the 
requirements of the law; this petition is before the present ses- 
sion of the legislature, and if granted, will determine new con- 
' ditions for the ensuing year. 


SUGGESTION. 

That “a stitch in time saves nine” can be taken as a good 
business policy, is seldom questioned in the matter of repairs. 
From this standpoint it is suggested that during this year, the 
woodwork in the Adams School, needing attention, be either 
_ varnished or painted, as now finished; if possible, the walls of 
the halls should be tinted, not merely to complete the artistic 
effect in the building, but to substitute cleanliness for the grad- 
ual untidiness of four years’ use. 

It is desirable to have a porch built over the north en- 
trance to the lower hall, thus enabling a storm vestibule to be 
put where it is how most needed. At times it is impossible to 
use that entrance, as there is no protection from wind and 
storm; this requires the girls of the first floor to use the door 
of the boys? hall. 

Though the buildings receive all needed attention, the 
best effect to the stranger, as well as the townspeople, cannot 
be secured unless the grounds about them have corresponding 
care. It is not sufficient to simply keep them free from rub- 
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bish; more is required to satisfy the citizens at their homes, 
and hence why not about their public buildings ? 

The Adams School stands in a prominent place, and it 
would certainly be to our credit to have the front grounds put 
into better condition than now exists. A lawn could easily be 
graded with circular driveway, and plants or shrubs take the 
place of an unattractive, barren area; pupils readily co-operate 
in such movements, and there is no greater difficulty in keep- 
ing the grounds in order than the building. 

As we are fortunate in having ample playground, it will 
be of no appreciable loss, but, on the contrary, of evident gain 
to our school. A little united action on the part of citizens 
and the change will be readily accomplished. 

In conclusion it is well to refer to the fact that a conscien- 
tious regard for the responsibilities resting upon all associated 
in the welfare of our schools seems evident, in estimating the 
work of the year just closed. Such condition must even pre- 
cede earnest effort in order to have that productive of good. 
Changes, some gradual, some rapid, have entered into the 
modern school life; and the effect is apparent not only in 
method but in result. That we are still in a state of transition 
cannot be doubted by any student of educational interests—in- 
deed, life itself is transition. The outcome of present tenden- 
cies will doubtless establish a rational idea of school-life that 
will first deal with elements of vital consequence to the child, 
and then with conditions tributary. 

It cannot be claimed that the small town keeps pace with 
all city movements—it may be well it does not;—yet it has 
been our purpose to give our pupils the full advantage from 
local conditions. In the endeavor to accomplish this, there has 
been a united support from committee and teachers, acknowl- 
edgment of which is cheerfully extended at this close of 
another year’s work.
